BROOKLYN (N. V.) Nov. 14.—Rev.

NASHVILLE TRAGEDY. 


A MURDER AND POSSIBLY A 
SUICIDE. 


Chancellor A. 8. Allison and Court 
Clerk G. K. Whiteworth Have 


Trouble Over Money 
Matters.

NASHVILLB, (Tenn.,) Nov. 14.—Of all 
the many tragedies Nashville has exper- 
jenced, the most appalling was perpe- 
trated today. rae 
Chancery Court Clerk George K. White- 
worth shot and instantly killed Chancellor 
Andrew S. Allison, in the upper hellway 
of the Courthouse in this city; today at 
about 12:45 p. m. He fired both barrels 
of a shotgun loaded with buckshot and 
about twenty-two of the shot took effect 
im the breast and side of the Chancellor, 
who fell near ‘the stairway, gasped” once 
or twice and died. Only one man, Joseph 
H. Acklen, saw the tragedy. The Chan- 
cellor had just adjourned his court and 
left the room, entered the hall and was 
about to descend the steps. Whiteworth, 
who was in the hall, said: “Oh, Judge,“ 
and as he turned, fired at him. Acklen 
rushed to him and as he did so heard 
two shots from behind. Turning, he saw 
that Whiteworth had shot himself with a 


After the first firing Deputy Clerk West 
ran out from his room into the hall and 
saw Whiteworth shoot himself the first 
time. He called to him, and Whitworth 
told him to stand off and backed away 
from him, preparing to shoot himself 
again. West grappled with him; but too 
late, and the second shot was fired, both 
taking effect in the left side. Whiteworth 
was perfectly cool during and after the 
affair, and expressed no regrets, but de- 
sired to know if he had killed his man, 
stating that no man who had treated him 
as Allison had could live in the 
county with him. The body of the dead 
Chancellor was removed to his home, and 
Whiteworth was taken to his. White- 
worth is still alive, but is sinking rapidly, 
and his death is expected in the morn- 
ing. 2 

It was believed during the afternoon 
that Whiteworth killed the Chancellor be- 
caused he refused to reappoint him. The 
facts developed do not sustain the theory. 


From men familiar with the transactions 


between the two, it is learned that the 
cause of the tragedy is the failure of Alli- 
son to settle or securefa large sum due 
from him to Whiteworth for money loaned, 
said to be about $25,000. For several 
weeks efforts have been made by White- 
worth to secure a settlement, but without 
success. Finally arbitrators w

PORTLAND .(Or.,) Nov. 14.—James L. 
Ord, a lineman of the Western Union Tel- 
egraph Company here, has papers and 
documents proving that he is a great 
grandson of George IV, King of England. 

George IV, as Prince of Wales, married 
the beautiful and fascinating widow, Mrs. 
Maria Anne Fitzherbert. The issue of 
that union could not ascend the throne, 
because his father and mother were mar- 
ried according to the Catholic rite, and 
the mother was a devout member of the 
Catholic church. Under these circum- 
stances, the son of this union was a men- 
ace to the future King's peace of mind. 
The upshot was that the son was brought 
to America, where he died at Omaha, at 
the age of 95 years. He had seven chil- 
dren, one of whom, the youngest male 
living, is John S. Ord of Santa Cruz, Cal., 
and whose second son is James L. Ord of 
Portland, Or. The flight of the son to 
America is historical. The documents 
proving his legitimacy are locked up in 
Coutt’s Bank, London, where they were 
deposited in 1883 by the Duke of Welling- 
ton. Proceedings are now being taken to 
compel the bank to open the papers to in- 
spection. 

Young Ord’s grandfather, on reaching 
America, served in the United States army 
juring the war of 1812 and was de- 
founced by England as a traitor. A 
sister of the young man_is the wife of 
S. W. Holliday, a San neisco attorney. 
James L. Ord, who now resides in Port- 
land, is 24 years of age. He is above the 
average height, though of solid propor- 
tions. He is smooth-ghaven and handsome. 
His manners are easy and his conversation 
quiet and refined. 


THE COHN CASE. 


A Hearing Under the Purity of Elec- 
tions Law.

CURRENCY REFORM. 


President Cleveland Tries His Hand 
in Another Direction. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—It is reported 
here that the President is considering the 
idea of submitting to the country a plan 
for currency reform. He believes that the 
currency system is inherently vicious, that 


it is responsible tor financial ills, which 


must recur so long as it is maintained. 
Satisfied with this diagnosis, he will un- 
doubtedly prescribe a remedy calculated 
to give the finances permanent health, 
believing possibly that this can be done 
only by supplanting the present system. 
The subject will be the dominant feature 
in his .message to Congress in December. 

It ie said he will favor many of the 
suggestions made by the Bankers’ National 
Convention at Baltimore in September. 
What is known as the Baltimore plan, 
adopted at that convention appealed to the 
President as having features of undoubted 
merit. He obtained a copy of the plan, 
and since then he has been studying and 
working on the plan. Briefly stated the 
Baltimore plan provides for a guarantee 
fund, obtained by levying a small tax upon 
all of the banks. This fund is to be used 
to pay the notes of banks which become 
insolvent. 

Since it became whispered among finan- 
ciers that the President was prepa to 


tem, sO many suggestions have reached 
him that he thought it well to gather 
some expert opinion among bankers whom 
he could not personally consult. The pres- 
ent visit of William E. Curtis to this city 
is understood to be for the purpose of 
sounding public inion here upon the 
general subject. ile Curtis is in New 
York, Assistant Secretary-Treasurer Con- 
rad N. Jordan is in Washington. He is 
urging upon the President to recommend 
to Congress the appointment of a currency 
commission, non-partisan in ter, 
and composed of representative men of all 
sections, which shall consider the cur- 
rency question in its various bearings and 
report a system of reform to Congress. 

A leading bank president, speaking of the 
new loan loan, said today: “If the banks 
are to pay for the bonds it will take ali 
their gold, while if gold is to be imported 
for the purpose, rates of exchange will be 
reduced materially. The trust companies 
probably have a great deal of gold in their 
vaults.“

MADE HIS POINT 


Gen. Cassius Clay Marries 
Little Dora. 


The Veteran Tells a Harrowing Tale 
of Persecution by His 
Children. 
Attempts Made on the Life of His 
Adopted Son—Attacks on His 
Reputation—Defies His 
Enemies.

RICHMOND (Ky.,) Nov. 14.—Word came 
to Richmond last night that Gen. C. M. 


Clay and Miss Dora Richardson were mar- |- 


ried at Whitehall yesterday. Two men went 
to the residence ot Squire“ Strapp to get 
him to perform ‘ths ceremony, but not being 
authorized to marry people, he declined. 
“Squire’’ Douglass was sought and re- 
sponded. He was seen going toward the 
general's home in company with ‘two 
guards, who were heavily armed, and it 
is certain that ceremony has been per- 
formed. 
“I CAN A TALE UNFOLD.” 

LEXINGTON (Ky.,) Nov. 14.—In an in- 
terview with Gen. Cassius M. Clay, who 
married little Dora Richardson, he told 
the following sonsational story of his do- 
mestic ups and downs: 

“Ever since I obtained a divorce from 
my wife, who, together with her relatives, 
were prejudiced against me because of 
my anti-slavery work, there has been a 
steady and determined effort to prevent 
me from marrying again. When I brought 
home from Russia th me the child 
who is known as Lonnie Clay, I did not, 
like others have done, disown my own 
flesh and blood, but I had that child 
adopted, and made him the equal of my 
other children. You will understand that 


my father, Green Clay, who was a gallant 


soldier in the war of 1812; left this vast es- 
tate to me during my lifetime., but entailed 
it to my children. I could have held my 
life interest in the estate until the- time 
of my death, but I loved my ehildren and 
divided the land equally among them, re- 
taining only this house, which I built 
with my own money, at a cost of nearly 
$100,000. . 

In order to have an annuity sufficient 
for my wants I charge the children a 
rental of $1 per acre, so you see J am giv- 
ing them the benefit of the land, when it 
really belongs to me until death. This 
much by way of explanation. When Lon- 
nie was brought here they began to sys- 
tematic course of poisoning by giving him 
a sort of drug, which produced absolute 
torpor. That is the reason that he is no 
larger than you see him now. He is 26 
years of age, and yet he does not appear 
to be more than a boy: They retarded 
his growth and tried to kill him in this 
secret way, and, failing in this, one of 
their hired tools made that boy, when a 
mere lad, jump from che second story win- 


dow of this house, but by the greatest 


miracle of his life he was save. 

“I killed the man who tried to destro 
the boy. I shot him twice with my pistol; 
either one of the shots being sufficient to 
kill him. The facts were so much in my 
favor that the courts failed to indict me. 
Several times when I was on the point of 
marrying again they. have put obstructions 
in my way and prevented me from chooé- 
ing a wife. This recent trouble dates back 
three months. Up to that time I had in 
my employ 8. C. Moore and wife, who 
were my overseer and housekeeper, re- 
spectively. They grew 80 arrogant that 
they seemed to think that they owned the 
entire place, and that I was their servant. 
Of course; I could not stand that. They 
also circulated stories about me to the 
effect that I was debauching Mary Lee 
Bowling, a young woman who assisted in 
the housework, and Dora, my present wife. 
There never was a baser lie concocted 
under heaven. As God is my judge, 
never had any carnal thought in connec- 
tion with that child, Dora. 

Well, they succeeded in inducing Mary 
to leave and they married her to some 
young fellow. Had they not lied to her 
about me she would ve been living 
here happily yet. They then tried to poison 
the mind of Dora against me; but in that 
they signally failed. Realizing what they 
were trying to do to me, I drove them 
off my place. But they were not to be so 
easily disposed of. They recruited a 
band of thirty men among their friends 
and they came here to mob me, but 
when they found that I was on guard, 
prepared to shoot to kill, they very 
sensibly left and have never been back 
on a similar mission. I had my cannon 
loaded and had they attacked the house 
there would certainly have been several 
funerals among them. The house, as you 
see, is more like a fortress than a house. 

“Falling to dislodge me by physical 
force, they informed several of my chil- 
dren that. I was going to marry little 
Dora. This thade them furious and they 
have placed every gbstacle in the way 
possible to prevent it. They persuaded 
Judge John Chenault not to marry me, 
after I had procured a license last Fri- 
day. I then asked Squire Green B. Millen 
to marry us and he promised to do so, 
but they got wind of that and persuaded 
Millen not to have anything to do with 
me. Monday I suspected that they would 
issue, or cause to be issued, an injunction 
restraining me from marrying the girl. 
They thought they had me here like a 
rat in a cage and that I was unable to 
help myself from their machinations. Ac- 
cordingly, I determined to thwart their de- 
signs and after it had become dark last 
night I armed McClelland Richardson, 
brother of Dora, and Barlow Clark, one 
of my farmhands, and sent them eight 
miles across the country after Squire 
Isaac Newton Douglas. The squire, who 
is a good Christian, kind-hearted gentle- 
man, and who sympathizes with me in my 
trouble, got up in the night and rode on 
horseback that he might be here in time. 

“The ceremony was accordingly per- 
formed yesterday before 10 o'clock in the 
morning. Just as the final words were 
said that made us husband and wife, my 
grandson, Green Herrick, son of my 
daughter, Mary B. Clay, who was di- 
vorced from her husband and who took 
the name of Clay, and also calls her son 
Green Clay, arrived at my door. I sus- 
pected that he had come for the purpose 
of interfering with my marriage by some 
order of the court, and I ppomptly. told 
him to leave the place. never. came 
on it again until I invited him. I told 

that I would shoot him if he came 

before I invited him. He left. 
have been 
treated by those who ought to love me 
and desire my happiness. They have 
treated me in such a manner that they 
have actually made a wild beast of me 
and I would just as soon shoot down one 
of the conspirators us to fire on my most 
deadly enemy, for they are my enemies. 
But as long as I herve my health, and 
strength I will defy them to the bitter

THE HELD-UP TRAIN. 


Further Particulars of the Robbery 
Gathered at Kansas City. 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 14.— The Missouri ri, 
Kansas and Texas train No. 12, held up 
near Muskogee last night, has arrived 
here. Two Wagner cars look as if they 
had been through a battle. The bandits 
intimidated the passengers by firing 
through the windows. The robbers secured 
over $500 and about forty watches and 
other articles of jewelry. The Wagner 
conductor and train conductor were each 
relieved of a little over $40 each. 

The express-car was being protected by 
four armed guards when it was stopped, 
and they opened fire at once, driving the 
bandits back. The robbers consulted a few 
moments and withdrew to the rear of the 
train. The train-crew thought that they 
were well rid of the robbers when the 
firing began on the Wagner cars. 

Wagner Car Company Conductor Murphy 
was given a gunnysack by the bandits and 
compelled to walk ahead ef them. Two 
robbers, followed behind with leveled 
guns. The passengers were required to 
divest themselves of money and jewels and 
drop them into the sack. They were 
lenient about it, not demanding a show- 
down from anybody, but appearing satis- 
fied when the passenger appeared to have 
dropped the first roll he had his hands 
on.

Especially is 
this the case in the chain-gang cell, 
where, on some nights, as many as 
fifty prisoners have been lately con- 
fined, making it almost as bad as thé 
Black Hole of Calcutta. The drainage 
of the prison is altogether bad, and as 
it now exists it is a menace to the 
health of the neighborhood, and at 
the same time a source of unnecessary 
cruelty to those who are confined 
there. 

The number of tramps and vagrants 
in Los Angeles just now is larger 
than it has ever been, and is contin- 
ually increasing. If the accommoda- 
tions for these people in the City Jail 
are deficient at present, they will be 
altogether inadequate within a month 
ar two unless somy other arrange- 
ments are made. The Police Commis- 
sion. decided to have prepared a rego- 
lution urging upon the City Council 
the pressing necessity of improved 
jail accommodation. This is all very 


Council adopt the suggestion recently 
made by The Times—a suggestion 
which is strongly indorsed by the 
Chief of Pdlice-and put these tramps 
to work in Elysian Park, erecting tem- 
porary barracks for them there. Some 
of them could be kept at work in the 
city, but most of them could be em- 
ployed at the park, where a large 
amount of preliminary work could 
thus be done at small expense.

A MOUNTAIN FIRE. 


Graphic Picture of a Black-and-white 
Flame-burst. 

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 13.—(Special 
Correspondence.) I am just witnessing one 
of the most beautiful sights of my life, a 
view surpassing Vesuvius, although sim- 
ilar to one I saw there, four years ago. 
Opposite the low crest of the foothilis, 
on the slope of the mountain, two ridges 
are burning. From the nearest on- at fire: 
rose flames ten to fifieen feet high. A lit- 
tle later they disappeared, and in their 
places and above them rose masses of pure 
white smoke, rolling over and over, rising, 
evolving, like finest, lightest, fleeciest wool, 
until higher up they joined the darker, 
more sulphurous smoke which rose from 
a second fire, a little to the left and fur- 
ther back on the mountain. The two masses 
of smoke seem like incense fr heaven 
and funjes from hell! First the white 
overshadows the dark, then .the dark 
bursts through and shows itself again, like 
good and evil in this world. 

A few minutes later the whiter smoke 
seemed so entirély spread over the region 
of the darker that we are tempted to say, 
“Hell is mo more; then, in a moment, 
ft seems as though Satan and his compan- 
fons had put forth redoubled efforts, for 
flames fifteen and even twenty feet high 
burst forth from their neighborhood, the 
sulphurous smoke rises ‘thicker and faster, 
tthe white smoke disappears for a time 
from that vicinity. 

But higher up the columns unfte and 
blend, and these the white overcomes. 
Later, both fires grow less, the columns 
separate, the white rises by ! elf, pure, 
unmixed,  worshipful. Meanwhile the 
darker smoke has settled down into a 
sullen, ugly, dirty:looking mass, which 
scarcely rises above the level of the moun- 
‘tain ‘top. 

Such has been the beginning and result 
of the last mountain fire up to the moment 
of writing.

‘The Man Who was Fed Arsenic by 
His Wife Continues His 
Story. 


The Woman’s Mad Infatuation for 
the Fellow Salter — Testimony 
of the Physicians—A Nar- 
row Escape. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Nov. 14.—(Speeial 
Correspondence.) The preliminary exami- 
nation of Thomas Salter, for the attempted 
polsoning of Samuel Barnes by the ad- 
ministering of arsenic in his medicine, 
was resumed this morning. The publie 

was excluded from the courtroom, though 
representatives of the press were permitted 
to take the testimony. The examination 
of witnesses began Monday afternoon, 
‘when Samuel W. Barnes, 
man and husband of one of the defend- 
ants, was upon the stand, and all the day 
was occupied in ‘his direct examination 
by Dist.-Atty F. F. Oster, assisted by 
Judge C. N. Damron. In this éxaminatton 
the incidents of the growing intimacy be- 
ween Mrs. Barnes and Tom Salter, the 
arousing of his suspicion, the driving 
away of Salter from his house and finding 
of Satter and Mrs. Barnes together in the 
woodghed one night, and the trying cir- 
cumstances surrounding Barnes’s sickness, 
were gone over. The man is almost a 
ghost of his former self, having lost about 
Sixty pounds during the last illness of a 
few weeks. He can now take half a dozen 
steps alone when once p upon his 
feet, but to place him in the witness-chair 
—— men were necessary to lift him to his 

ce. 

Today the direct examination of Mrs. 
Barnes, the first witness, was resumed. In 
this examination it developed that on the 
night that Salter and Mrs. Barnes were 
caught together in the woodhouse, when 
they entered the house Salter drew two 
pistols, a small one in his left hand and 
‘a. large one in his right, remarking that 
the little gun belonged to Paul Powers. In 
the examination the question of letters 
came up.

“Did you not fire two shots at your wife 
in the Christy house?“ asked Mr. Bledsoe. 
“IT did not,“ said the witness, most em- 
phatically. He also said he did not know 
whether there were any shots fired in that 
house by any one, or whether there were 
bullet holes in the wall. . 

The cross-examination then closed, and 
the witness was dismissed. He left the 
chair very much exhausted, and was with 
difficulty taken to the carriage. 

Dr. George B. Rowell of Los Angeles 
Was next called by the District Attorney. 
He first treated Samuel W. Barnes in 
January, 1894, when he had a case of la 
grippe. Was called by telephone. He 
found Barnes's wife and mother with him. 
Barnes had taken quinine, a large dose. 
Subsequently Barnes brought capsules to 
the doctor and asked if they were quinine, 
and the witness said they were not; he 
smelled them they were not; they had a 
strong of camphor or menthol, and 
told Barnes that they were not fit for any 
man to take. Barnes said that he did not 
believe the medicine was genuine, and that 
he had been nauseated, and his kidneys 
and intestines were irritated, and for this 
reason he came to the doctor. Since that 
time the doctor has examined the patient's 
condition, aud found that hie system was 
permeated with arsenic. The patient had 
pains of a neuralgic nature, and the irri- 
tation about the kidneys and stomach in- 
creased. Barnes would get better and 
then worse. His condition often showed 
unquestioned arsenical poisoning. In the 
last sickness his skin became dry and 
covered with a rash, his eyes lost their 
color, his body ached, and he could move 
"with difficulty, the feet and hands sweliad, 
and there was a swelling of the joints and 
lack “of muscular power. From ex- 
amination and his treating of him in Octo- 
ber, observing his eyes and these other | 
symptoms he detected evidences charac. 
‘teristic of arsenical poisoning. His con- 
dition is much improved. When in his

He be- 
came puzzled, and one day about a month 
ago, when he was visiting Barnes, he sud-

enly vomited, and the appearance 
aroused his s ons. He secured some 
of the urine of patient, the first show- 


ing a normal condition, which he suspected 
was not from the patient, but the second 
was arsenical. He then arranged his medi- 
cines, which were administered thereafter 
by nurses, and the patient improved; all 
food, drinks and medicines to be positively 
under the direct supervision of the nurses, 
to be sure that no contamination of poison 
could be possible. The improvement con- 
tinued thereafter. There is nothing else 
known to the medical profession that will 
produce the conditions in which Barnes 
came to, save arsenical poisoning. Witness 
had substituted new bottles of medicine 
for the ones left upon visiting the patient, 
but had not yet examined the contents. 
The attorneys for the defense made no 
cross-examination, and the hour of noon 
arriving, an adjournment was taken till

Tonight, 


4 MA Brilliant Display Promised to the 


Patient Observer of the

with shooting stars is what is known as a 
shower. If we take pains to watch the 
heavens any clear, moonless night, we will 
be rewarded by seeing a few straggling 
ones, and each visitor excites our admira- 
tion; but. how. magnificently glorious is a 
shower of these objects coming 
im sueh numbers as to defy any count, be- 
ing made of them. The showers of shoot- 
ing stars do not occur very frequently, 
for while the practiced eye of the astromo- 
Mer would detect a shower which to the 
casual observer would be simply a few 
sporadic ones, speaking generally, we may 
say, that only three of these occurrences 
have been witnessed in the last century. 
I quote just a few lines from Ball’ s pope- 
lar work on astronomy 
To commence the Err ot fhe No- 
vember meteors, is necessary to look 
back for nearly a thousand years. In the 
year 902 occurred the death of a Moorish 
King, and in connection with this event 
an old chronicler relates how that night 
there were seen, as it were, lances, an 
infinite number of stars, which scattered 
themselves like rain to the right and left 
and that year was called the year of the 
stars.” Of course, no one believes that 
the display was intended to commemorate 
the death of the King, but it hands down 
to us unimpeachable evidence that a me- 
teoric shower occurred in that year. This 
was the first recorded instance of a star 
shower, and there have been twenty-nine 
returns of this one up to the present time. 
Wonderful displays occurred on November 
413, 1833; November 14, 1866, and the next 
appearance will be on November 15, 9. 
“These bodies are minute and some not 
larger than a cherry stone. They exist 
in myriads and travel in immense shoals, 
reyolving, not at their own free will, but 
the tiniest one of them subject to the con- 
trolling power of the sun, and traveling 
in obedience to the laws of Kepler, moving 
in perfect ellipses, each one of them pur- 
suing its course independent of its neigh- 
bor and making the mighty journey 
around the sun in a trifle over thirty-three 
years..-The track of this ‘shoal: intersects 
that part of the earth’s orbit which the 
earth crosses about November 14 or 15. 
Usually the shower is far from the sun, 
in space and we see only the few, strag- 
os: be but it will occasionally happen that 
main body is at this point at the time 
a the earth’s crossing, and then into this 
Mass our planet plunges with its atmos- 
phere, eating up millions of these —— 
earth the.

wonderful phenomenon of the mechanical 
theory of heat. Probably the temperature 
to which these meteoroids are subjected, is 
over 100,000 deg .Fahr., and a fraction 
of this would be enough to dissipate them 
into vapor. So we must t k our atmos- 
phere, which in most cases is the astrono- 
mer's enemy and hi ee, for its watch- 
ful and safe care ‘us; for were these 
missiles allowed to rain uninterruptedly 


on the earth, every life would be endan-

Let us see 
why. I have said before, that everyone of 
these meteoroids performed a. perfect 
ellipse around the sun as much obedient 
to the law of gravitation as the mighty 
Jupiter. Kepler, in his beautiful laws, 
demonstrated that any object, no matter 
or, shape, revolving around 
sun at a specified distance, must move 
with a certain velocity. This law is abso- 
lute and without any departure. The width 
of this’ shoal cannot be less than 90,000 
miles, and as each \component moves in 
its own ellipse independent of the others, 
it follows that the ones on the side of the 
shoal furthest from the sun, having a 
larger orbit and moving slower, must take 
longer to make @ revolution, and con- 
Stantiyi lag behind, while the meteors in 
Moses Proximity to the sun, having a 
Shorter path and greater speed, must 
continually forge ahead, thus Reaäur in- 
creasing the length of this shower.

„Le Verrier, the wonderful French 
mathematician, put forward a startling 
hypothesis as to the date the Leonids first 
entered our system, and the circumstances 
of its introduction. . The. orbit, of the 
Leonids extends just beyond the orbit ot 
the planet Uranus, and he has computed 
that in the year A. D. 126, the shower. 
then a compact cluster, was moving in 4 
direct path around the sun, with a peri 
of thousands of years, when it passed very 
close to Uranus, h attracted it in such 
a degree that it changed its orbit to a 
retrogade one. This, however, is specula- 
tion and must be accépted with a proper 
amount of caution, because the line be- 
tween proven facts and speculative theories 
is very sharply drawn. 

“The observer who wishes to watch this 
shower must have the patience to stay the 
night out, for usually the finest display 
occurs in the early hours of the morning. 
It is to be regretted that the moon will 
her superior light, pre- 


vent all but the tighter ones from being 
geen.

THE TRIPLE MURDER 


John Craig is on Trial for 
His Life. 


The Jury at Last Secured and the 
Taking of Testimony — 
Commenced. 


on the Witness Stand—The 
Killing of Mrs. 


Craig. 


As soon as possible after disposing of the 
ex-parte matters on his calendar yesterday 
morning, Judge Smith called up the Craig 
murder case, and the work of selecting 
two more jurors from the forty talesmen 
summoned on ithe special venire issued 
was proceeded with. 

What with the witnesses, jurors and 
spectators, every available foot of space 
within the courtroom was occupied, and 
the crowd twas so densely packed that in- 
gress and egress from the courtroom ‘was 
a matter of no little difficulty. 

The defendant, who wat close behind his 
counsel, studiously refraimed from looking 
around on either side of him, but with 
knit brows leaned forward and étared 
straight ahead at the juror under -exami- 
mation. When the only eye-witness to the. 
murder at the Hunter ranch was on the 
stand, later in the day, Craig spent most 
of his time in critically examining and 
discussing a diagram of the premises 
which his counsel spread before them, but 
he made few suggestions apparently while 
the rwitness was being interrogated. 

Within an hour after the case was called 
the panel of jurors was complete, the two 
remaining men selected being L. L. Rog- 
ers and J. W. Beebe. 

At 11:05 o’clock the trial of the case was 
commenced’ in earnest by the reading of 
the information to the jury by Clerk For- 
rester, and five minutes later the taking 
of testimony kor the prosecution was pro- 
ceeded with. 

THE TESTIMONY. 

The first witness called to the stand was 
Miles A. Long, a special policeman, who 
testified to the effect that for the past four 
years he had been in the wood, hay and 
coal business in this city, and had known 
John Craig for that length of time, as the 
defendant occupied the premises adjoining 
his. About three weeks before the shoot- 
ing occurred he had a conversation with 
Craig relative to his. wife having been 
taken away from him. 

The defense raised a technical objection 
to the witness being allowed to state what 
was said at that conversation, and the 
court having suggested that it would be 
more proper to prove the corpus delicti 
before attempting to connect the defendant 
with the crime, the witness was tempora- 
rily withdrawn. 

Miss Albertina Jensen, an eye-witness to 
the murder of Mrs. Craig, was then called 
to the stand. She is a tall and slender 
young woman, about 20 years of age, of 
very prepossessing appearance and man- 
ner, attired in a gray dress, trimmed with 
olive-green velvet, and a broad-brimmed 
hat of the same shade. 

Her testimony was to the effect that she 
lived on the Hunter ranch on the left-hand 
side of the river, and about three miles 
north of this city, and resided there on 
July 25 last, the date of the murder. She 
was present when murder was com- 
mitted at the Hunter ranch. She did not 
know exactly at what time it occurred, 
but it was after sundown and before dark. 

Her attention was first directed to John 
Craig by hearing Mrs. Craig scream 
she was getting supper. She ran to the 
kitchen window, and on looking out saw 
Craig starting toward the house from a 
buggy. She did not notice whether or not 
he tied-his horse up before leaving it. 
Upon seeing who it was, witness told the 
children to run into the front bedroom, 
while she ran and locked the back door. 
When she returned to the kitchen. Craig 
was on the back porch with his hand upon 
the door-knob, trying it. Finding it was 
locked, he called out to his. wife, and Mrs. 
Emily Craig went to the door, pulled the 
curtain aside from the — 
which was of glass, and asked 
gave him the right-te-come out Were. 
He replied that he had the right to see 
his children, and she then asked him if 
he knew there was a man on the place. 
He ‘replied, “‘A man—what man?“ Just 
then George Hunter, a brother of the de- 
ceased, came from the outhouse, and Mrs. 
Craig, pointing to him, said that he was 
the man she referred to. As George ap- 
proached the house Craig stepped back 
from the porch and Mrs. Craig ad- 
mitted her brother and then relocked the 
door on her husband. After walking down 
the hall to his room George returned and 
left the house again, and as he stepped 
on the back porch .Craig shot . Mrs. 
Craig stretched out her hands as if to 
catch her brother as he fell, * —— 
then Craig shot her through the 
door and she fell. with her head — 


the stove. 

Craig, who had a pistol in each hand, 
shot George with that in the right hand, 
and then took a few steps towards the 
poreh and shot his wife with the left. 

Stepping over the prostrate bodies of 
his two victims, Craig then advancen — 2 
the house and, holding up both 
that he had balls enough for the 5 
family.. Seeing witness at the door of her 
room he walked up to ber and said: 
‘You're against me and I'm going to shoot 
you, too!” 

Witness pushed him aside and fled down 
the hall and out of the front door af ber 
the children, whom she ‘subsequently met 
again at Asa Hunter's ranch. 

There were only Craig’s three children, 
Edna, aged 2, Johnry, aged 6, Willie, aged 
8, and Walter Hunter, aged 5, present 
besides herself when the shooting occurred. 

The witness was closely questioned upon 
cross-examination as to the exact Pocation 
of the window from which che saw Craig 
approach the house, his pcsition when he 
fired the two shots and other minor de- 
tails, but was not shaken in any particular, 
the facts having evidently been impressed 
upon her mind at ‘the time indelibly. - 

Upon redirect examination the prosecu- 
tion in order to put in its proof Ante 
corpus delicti, asked the witness 
Emily Craig was alive or dead.

Two miles from the dam the water is 
eleven feet deep. Engineers reporting on 
the’ supply in the reservoir were very 
much mistaken as to the volume of water 
on hand there. They greatly underesti+ 
mated the amount of water impduhtted. 
So great was this error that had the 
flume company been correctly informed as 
to the actual supply of water on hand, it 
would never have restricted the supply to 
ranchers nor have cut off the supply from 
this city.

BOXERS’ NIGHT. 


After Thirty-five Rounds. 

Last night being the regular monthly 
boxers’ night at the Los Angeles 
Athletic Club, the gymnasium of 
that institution was packed to a de- 
gree of discomfort by admirers of the 
manly art ot all grades of society. 

The e was an unusually inter- 
esting one from start to finish, but r.atur-
